Our school is at a crossroads, and we are the people who decide whether we go forward or stand 
still. Because I believe that the vast majority of us wish to see progress, I would encourage you to be 
positive about your school at all times, aim high in all your aspirations, be loyal, and demonstrate to 
the people in the community that Norfolk really counts.

In the previous Yearbook, an interesting selection of possible School Coats of Arms were presented, 
combining those of Dereham, Wymondham, Caister and Walsingham. This year we would like to 
introduce our Lion, taken from the crest of the county of Norfolk. 

This crest is the same as that of the Howard family. Before 1513, it resembled the arms pictured at 
the left. Then, during this year, Henry VIII went to France, instructing the Earl of Surrey (a 
Howard) to defend the realm. In August James IV of Scotland assembled his troops and moved 
towards Flodden Edge, where the Earl neatly cut him off, and, risking everything in one battle, 
gained a great victory. As a reward he was made Premier Duke of England and Duke of Norfolk. 
Also, he added a Scottish lion to his crest, its mouth pierced by an arrow, symbolizing his killing of 
the Scottish king. Thus the Lion was adopted by the county of Norfolk. 

Later, the Coat of Arms was quartered as the Howard family was joined through marriage with 
other important families, until it evolved into the crest displayed at the right. The three Lions passant 
guardant came from Thomas of Brotherton, the checky quadrant from the Warrennes arms, and the 
rampant Lion from those of the Fitzalans. 

Considering the five Lions to be found on the Norfolk Shield, we thought it only fair that the School 
had its own Lion. So here she is, and we hope she will be a welcome addition to the Magazine.
